Annual  Report  of  g^iedical  Officer  of  Heafith 

for  1009. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Billinge  for  the  year  1909. 


POPULATION. — The  first  matter  to  be  dealt  with  is  the  estimation  of  the  number  of  persons 
assumed  to  have  been  living  in  the  district  at  the  middle  of  the  year,  which  number  may  be  taken 
as  representing  the  mean  population  for  the  year,  and  which  may  form  the  basis  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 


This  mean  population  may  be  estimated  from  the  following  data:  — 

(1)  Natural  Increase. 

Since  the  census  of  1901,  when  the  population  was  4,232,  the  births  calculated  to  the  middle 
of  1909  have  exceeded  the  deaths  by  517 ; therefore,  this  number  added  to  4,232  would  give  a 
population  of  4,749. 

(2)  Assumption  of  the  continued  uniform  rate  of  increase. 

If  the  population  be  assumed  to  have  increased  at  the  rate  calculated  from  1891 — 1901,  the 
population  by  the  middle  of  the  year  1909  would  have  become  4,435.

(3)  Calculation  based  on  the  ascertained  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  middle  of  the 

year. 

From  the  census  returns  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  was  5.18.  If  this  average 
number  of  persons  per  house  has  remained  unaltered,  the  population  or  the  middle  of  the  year 
1909  will  be  4,750.

(4)  From  the  birth-rate,  which  remains  fairly  constant  for  any  district. 


The  number  of  births  in  Billinge  for  the  year  1909  was  139,  this  number  multiplied  by  1,000 
and  divided  by  30.16,  which  is  the  average  birth-rate  for  the  last  ten  years,  gives  a population  of 
4,608. 
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In  view  of  these  considerations,  I am  of  opinion  that  the  number  4,650  may  be  reasonably 
taken  for  the  estimate  of  the  population  of  Billinge  as  existing  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1909. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  a little  higher  in 
Billinge  Chapel  End  than  in  the  other  two  districts,  I have  taken  as  estimates  of  the  population  of 
the  separate  districts  the  following : —

The  area  of  Billinge  is  4,591  acres,  and  the  density  of  the  population  1.01  per  acre.  The 
number  of  deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  the  District  of  Billinge  in  1909  was  56,  of  which  23 
were  males,  and  33  females.  Four  of  the  deaths  were  registered  beyond  the  district. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  1909  equals  12.04  per  1,000  living,  against  17.39  for  1908,  and 
15.69  for  the  decennial  period  1899-1908. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1908  was  14.7,  against  15.0 
for  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  56  deaths,  14  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  3 in  children  one  year  and 
under  5 years,  24  in  persons  5 years  and  under  65  years,  and  the  remaining  deaths,  which  total 
15,  over  the  65  years  age-period. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  14,  equal  to  an  annual  infantile 
death-rate  of  100.7  per  1,000  registered  births.  This  infant  death-rate  is  much  below  the  average 
for  the  decennium  1899 — 1908,  when  151  was  recorded,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  infant 
rate  of  121  for  England  and  Wales  during  1908.  With  the  exception  of  1907,  the  rate  is  the 
lowest  on  record. 

Of  the  14  deaths,  Wasting  Diseases  contributed  9,  Diarrhceal  Diseases  2,  and  other  causes  3. 

BIRTHS. — During  the  year  1909,  there  were  registered  within  the  district  139  births,  74 
males  and  65  females,  against  72  males  and  71  females,  and  a total  of  143  registered  for  1908. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  District  of  Billinge  is  29.89  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  26.5  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1908. 

The  number  of  births,  and  the  corresponding  birth-rates  belonging  to  the  separate  localities

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — During  the  year  there  were  notified  27  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
as  against  7 for  the  previous  year.  With  one  exception  the  whole  of  the  cases  were  compulsorily 
notifiable.

The  seven  principal  Epidemic  Diseases,  namely,  Smallpox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and 
Membranous  Croup,  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (comprising  Enteric,  Typhus,  and  Continued  Fever), 
and  Diarrhoea,  gave  rise  to  one  death,  or  1.78  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  epidemic  death-rate  equals  .21,  which  is  much  lower  than  last  year,  when  .43  was 
recorded. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Twenty-two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  as 
against  three  cases  for  1908,  and  a similar  number  for  the  previous  year.  With  one  exception, 
the  whole  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Billinge  Higher  End,  and  in  no  case  did  the  disease,  which  was 
chiefly  confined  to  children  of  the  school-age  period,  occur  among  those  attending  schools  in  our 
own  district.  In  many  of  the  infected  houses  two  cases  were  notified  within  a few  days  of  each 
other,  and  in  all  probability  many  cases  might  have  been  averted  had  prompt  removal  to  an  isola- 
tion hospital  been  possible.  The  whole  of  the  cases,  as  far  as  can  be  elicited,  were  of  a mild  type. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — Only  one  case  was  reported  during  the  year,  and  this  occurred  where  an 
old  farm  house  had  been  demolished  for  the  erection  of  a new  building.  While  the  work  was  in 
progress  the  housing  of  the  family  was  such  as  to  render  them  liable  to  contract  disease,  and  par- 
ticularly Enteric  Fever,  when  the  old  drains  and  ground  connected  with  this  old  building  were 
disturbed  during  the  operations. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — One  case,  which  terminated  fatally,  was  reported  during  the  year. 
This  occurred  not  in  the  practice  of  a midwife,  but  where  the  drainage  defects  of  both  the  house 
and  the  surroundings  were  found  to  be  conducive  to  disease. 


ERYSIPELAS. — Two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  in  Billinge  Higher  End,  of  which 
one  occurred  in  a person  of  75  years  of  age,  and  ended  in  death.  Both  cases  manifested  themselves 
in  houses  where  the  sanitation  may  be  considered  as  good,  and  in  no  case  was  I able  to  trace  any 
source  of  human  infection. 

DIARRHCEA. — Although  this  disease  has  only  contributed  one  death  during  the  year,  many 
cases  were  reported  during  the  months  of  November  and  December.  As  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease  was  at  a time  when  climatic  conditions  are  not  conducive  to  this  disease,  my  attention  was 
directed  to  other  possible  causes.  After  several  enquiries  at  the  homes  of  the  infected,  I was  satisfied 
that  the  water  supply  was  not  free  from  risk,  and  several  samples  taken  showed  a deposit  suffi- 
ciently great  to  act  as  an  irritant  upon  the  alimentary  mucous  membrane,  and  to  set  up  Diarrhoea. 

PHTHISIS  (PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS)  was  credited  with  two  deaths,  or  one  fewer 
than  in  1908,  and  equal  to  a percentage  to  total  deaths  from  all  causes  of  3.5.  The  death-rate  from 
this  disease  equals  .43  per  1,000,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  1908,  and  the  mean 
for  the  ten  years  1899-1908,  when  .65  and  .61  were  recorded  respectively. 
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Respiratory  Diseases,  comprising  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy,  contributed  8 deaths, 
or  14.28  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality.  The  respiratory  death-rates  per  1,000  of  the  population 
for  1909  and  1908  are  1.72  and  2.39  respectively,  and  the  mean  for  the  ten  years  1899-1908  is 
2.95.  The  deaths  were  principally  confined  to  infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  persons  over  65 
years  of  age.  In  some  cases  I have  reason  to  believe  that  the  deaths  might  have  been  prevented 
had  mothers  not  the  erroneous  idea  that  extra  clothing  will  compensate  for  the  sudden  changes  of 
temperature  to  which  infants  are  exposed  when  conveyed  from  place  to  place  during  the  colder 
months  of  the  year.  Sudden  changes  of  temperature  undoubtedly  have  a grave  effect  upon  the 
lung  tissue  of  persons  of  all  ages,  but  more  particularly  infants  and  those  advanced  in  years. 

DEATHS  UNCERTIFIED  BY  REGISTERED  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS.— Two  deaths 
during  the  year  were  returned  as  “ not  certified,”  and  inquests  have  been  held  upon  two  cases, 
classified  as  follows  : ■ —

OLD  PROPERTY. — By  far  the  greater  part  of  this  exists  in  Billinge  Chapel  End,  where  the 
building  of  cottage  property  has  almost  been  at  a standstill  or  some  years.  I feel  sure  that  the 
working  class  would  welcome  the  erection  of  suitable  dwelling  houses,  as  much  difficulty  is  ex- 
' perienced  in  getting  even  a house  of  an  insanitary  tj^pe.  The  owners  to  this  class  of  property 
during  the  last  year  have  been  reluctant  in  carrying  out  the  Council’s  instructions,  but  if  only  a 
few  houses  were  erected  to  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  the  district,  some  of  the  more  insanitary  could 
be  effectually  dealt  with.  In  many  cases  the  sites  upon  which  this  class  of  property  is  built  pre- 
vent sanitary  improvements  being  carried  out,  as  there  is  an  entire  absence  of  yard  space,  thus 
preventing  through  ventilation  and  the  building  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

DRAINS,  SEWERS,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. — House  drains  have  received  much  atten- 
tion, and  the  importance  of  trapping  waste-pipes  from  kitchen  sinks  and  their  mode  of  discharge 
in  the  open  air,  over  a suitable  channel  leading  to  a trapped  gully,  has  been  brought  before  the 
Council’s  notice.  The  sewer  which  passes  through  Orrell  Brickworks  has  been  interfered  with 
owing  to  excavating  operations ; this  has  necessitate!  r.he  construction  of  a sewer  of  iron  pipes 
carried  over  the  workings  by  means  of  brick  pillars.  The  sewers  have  been  blocked  at  various 
parts  of  the  district,  but  opened  without  delay,  and  on  one  occasion  it  was  diverted  on  account  of 
building  operations.  Owing  to  the  erection  of  property  at  the  Gantley  Lane  end  of  Upholland 
Road,  some  scheme  will  be  necessary  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  this  neighbourhood. 

The  matter  is  now  under  consideration,  and  a site  which  has  been  offered  will  probably  be 
utilised  for  the  purpose.  The  importance  of  connecting  all  house  drains  with  the  sewer  is  fully 
appreciated,  so  that  few  connections  are  made  with  cesspools.  The  manholes  throughout  the  dis- 
trict have  received  attention  ; the  sewers,  which  are  now  well  ventilated,  cause  no  complaint,  and 
the  effluents  from  the  several  Sewage  arms  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

CLEANSING  AND  SCAVENGING. — Much  work  has  been  clone  during  the  year  in  the  tiling 
of  footpaths,  kerbing,  channelling,  fixing  of  grids  to  remove  the  surface  water  from  the  roads, 
and  several  ditches  which  were  a source  of  trouble  have  been  piped  off.  At  Fair  View  the  work 
of  repairing  the  road  and  dealing  with  the  surface  water  from  this  property  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out.  The  old  stone  brooks  in  Birchley  Road  and  Beacon  Lane  were  blocked  during  the 
heavy  rains.  These  have  been  opened  out,  piped  off  where  necessary,  and  everything  now  seems 
in  satisfactory  order.  The  scavenging,  which  is  performed  by  the  Council,  is  now  becoming  a source 
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of  much  trouble  in  the  case  of  the  removal  of  nightsoil.  Farmers,  who  have  been  a valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  past,  do  not  appear  anxious  to  cart  it  away  for  manurial  purposes,  so  that  much 
trouble  and  delay  have  arisen  in  carrying  out  this  work  during  the  past  year.  As  the  work  con- 
nected with  its  removal  is  ever  increasing,  I think  the  Council  would  do  well  if  they  either  under- 
took the  whole  of  the  work  themselves  or  divided  up  the  district,  so  that  the  work  may  be  done  by 
contract.

Of  the  thirty  notices,  fourteen  have  been  complied  with.  Although  many  of  the  notices  have 
not  yet  been  complied  with,  the  work  is  in  hand.  These  are  principally  connected  with  sanitary 
conveniences  associated  with  old  property,  where  the  absence  of  a yard  space  offers  much  difficulty 
to  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  in  a satisfactory  manner.  In  addition  to  the  notices  herein  men- 
tioned, many  insanitary  conditions  have  been  dealt  with  verbatim. 

DISINFECTION. — This  has  been  carried  out  as  in  the  past,  by  means  of  chemical  agents, 
viz.,  Sanitas  Compounds  and  Izal  Fluid.  Fumigation  of  rooms  is  now  solely  carried  out  by 
Formaldehyde  Tablets,  which  seem  to  give  satisfactory  results.  The  cottage  at  Brownlow  has  not 
been  used  during  the  year,  but  is  in  readiness  for  any  emergency,  and  the  ventilation  and  fire- 
places complained  of  in  my  last  report  have  received  attention. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. — These  have  received  attention  during  the  year, 
and  the  regulations  in  force  with  respect  to  these  places  are  more  strictly  enforced.  Although 
much  structural  work  is  required  to  be  clone  in  the  case  of  the  older  shippons  to  improve  their 
lighting  and  ventilation,  still  the  conditions  of  cleanliness  under  which  the  cows  are  now  kept  and 
the  milk  gathered  and  stored,  have  showed  a gradual  improvement  for  some  time.  Hitherto  it 
was  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  the  cowsheds  covered  with  spiders’  webs  as  a means  of  destroying 
the  common  house  fly  which  infested  these  buildings,  in  consequent  of  the  insanitary  condition  in 
which  they  were  kept.  This  state  of  affairs  has  been  improved  by  more  frequent  limewashing  and 
better  ventilation.  A few  samples  of  milk  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Analyst,  but  in  only  one 
case  was  the  standard  below  that  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  in  this  the  adulteration  was 
so  slight  that  no  prosecution  followed. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. — There  are  two  registered  in  the  district,  one  in  Billinge  Higher 
End,  and  the  other  in  Winstanley.  Both  buildings  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  but  no 
breach  of  the  Bye-Laws  or  Sanitary  Acts  has  been  recorded.  The  one  situated  in  Billinge  Higher 
End  will  always  demand  the  closest  supervision,  in  consequence  of  its  close  proximity  to  dwellings. 
Many  inspections  have  been  made  of  meat  exposed  for  sale,  but  in  no  case  has  it  been  found 
necessary  to  prosecute. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. — The  number  of  workshops  on  the  register  total 
14,  all  of  which  have  been  visited.  The  sanitation  and  other  requirements  connected  with  these 
premises  have  caused  only  one  complaint,  which  was  dealt  with  under  Section  22  of  the  Public 
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Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890.  With  regard  to  home  work — of  certain  classes  of  work — no 
lists  have  been  received,  nor  have  I been  notified  of  any  person  receiving  home  work  from  outside 
the  district.  The  District  Inspector  of  Factories  has  not  reported  any  sanitary  defects  during 
the  year,  nor  has  the  District  Council  had  any  occasion  to  prohibit  work  being  done  in  dwellings 
where  notifiable  disease  exists. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  water  mains  have  been  extended  in  several  parts  of  the  district,  and 
many  new  connections  made.  The  Vicarage,  which  formerly  received  its  supply  from  St.  George 
Tunnel,  has  now  been  connected  with  the  Higher  Tunnel,  so  that  the  former  supply  may  be  more 
freely  dealt  with.  The  New  Water  Scheme  is  now  in  progress,  and  when  completed  will  meet  the 
demands  of  the  district  for  years.  Up  to  the  present  the  water  supply  has  invariably  been  plentiful, 
but  I doubt  whether  a period  of  dry  weather  would  not  necessitate  some  restrictions  in  its  use  and 
supply.  The  filter  beds  have  been  cleared  and  enlarged,  but  the  supply  at  times — particularly 
after  heavy  falls  of  rain — shows  a deposit  which  might  prove  injurious  to  the  consumer.
